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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that "Icecast" does not 
teach initiating transfer of media data from the datastore to a server system on which the Stream Server selected by the Stream Server 
Portal is installed ("streamer"). As shown previously, "Icecast" discloses: "Static file streamers simply read the bitrate of the file it is going 
to send...". In view of this disclosure and given the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claim, the "streamer", in this case, inherently 
contains a datastore on which media data or "a file" is stored and the media data is transferred to the server system or "streamer". If the 
data is transferred from the datastore to the Stream Server, then it is inherent that the Stream Server initiates this transfer since one of 
ordinary skill in the art knows that when data is sent from a memory to a processor, the processor must initiate this transfer because the 
processor requires the data in order to operate. The reading of the bitrate of the file is irrelevant to the rejection of the claim. 

Further, the Applicant cites In re Donahue to show that "Icecast" is not an enabling disclosure. As shown above, "Icecast" relies on the 
knowledge known to those of ordinary skill in the art to describe the functionality of the disclosed invention. For example, "Icecast" 
assumes that one of ordinary skill knows how to compile the invention into a suitable executable program and to configure the invention to 
his or her needs (see pages 4-11). The actual means and methods for doing so are not described since it is assumed that one of ordinary 
skill has this knowledge and is able to use the invention based upon this knowledge. Therefore, "Icecast" is an enabling disclosure since 
the claimed invention is disclosed in the teachings of "Icecast" and the public was in possession of the claimed invention prior to the filing 
of the instant application and is effected by the combined knowledge of one of ordinary skill and the teachings of the reference. 
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
